WHOSE SON WAS HE? 


Some time ago in a city on the 
Pacific coast I listened to an elo- 
quent preacher preaching on this 
Subject, “Was Jesus Christ the 
Son of Joseph and Does It Mat- 
ter?” The conclusion the preacher 
reached was that in all probability 
Jesus Christ was the Son of Joseph, 
but whether He was or not, it dia 
not matter. Now I take a radically 
Opposite view. According to evi- 
dence, Jesus Christ was NOT the 
8On of Joseph, and certainly it 
does matter. I want you to con- 
Sider with me the testimony of 
Joseph himself. 


THE EVIDENCE OF JOSEPH 


What a man Joseph must have 
been! He had been picked by Al- 
mighty God to be the legal spon- 
sor for the advent into the flesh 
of the Christ Who was to be the 
Saviour of all the world. I think 
we all agree that Mary was the 
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must have been equally a man, 
typifying the ideal of manhood as 
Mary personified the sweetness and 
grace of womanhood. These two 
had been united by God in a love 
that was deep and lasting and real; 
Joseph and Mary were engaged to 
be married. But before the day of 
their wedding came, Joseph made 
a heart-breaking discovery. He 
found that the girl he loved and 
trusted and hoped to make his 
wife was about to become a moth- 
er. The Hebrew law of betrothal 
was a close, binding, legal con- 
tract, and it could not be broken 
without public action and sufficient 
cause. The law of Israel] declared 
that if a.woman was found guilty 
of adultery she should be taken 
out to a public place and stoned 
to death. Here then was the di- 
lemma of Joseph. He was a just, 
devout, a holy Jew. He wanted to 
keep the law, -yet he loved this 
woman with all the power of his 
soul and his spirit and his heart. 
He knew that if he denounced her 
\before the council she must be 
stoned to death. He thought she 
had gone astray; he thought that 
she had deeply wronged him; his 
heart was grieved, but his love 
was triumphant above all. He was 
lying awake at night trying to con- 
ceive of some way of putting her 
aside without public action, that 
he might save her from death and 
himself from disgrace. To this 
troubled man at night there came 
again this angel of God. Speaking 
to Joseph the angel said, ‘‘Fear 
not to take Mary unto thee as 
thy wife, for that which is con- 
ceived of her is of the Holy Spir- 
it.” And Joseph did as the angel 
of the Lord commanded him, and 
took unto him Mary as his wife, 
and he knew her not until she 
had brought forth a Son. And this 
Son was named Jesus. I like the 
testimony of this man Joseph. He 
says that their marriage was not 
consummated until after Jesus was 
born, and he should have known 
better than any of the modern 
critics. He says that he was NOT 
the father of Jesus. 


THE TESTIMONY OF MARY 


The third witness is Mary, the 
mother of the Babe. I want you to 
notice the testimony of Mary’s di- 
lemma. If Joseph was not the fa-

He was not tne Child of God! They» 
say, then, that He was the shame- 
ful product of His mother’s lust! 
A Child born of adultery! A crea- 
ture of shame! Joseph, the hus- 
band of Mary was NOT the fa- 
ther of Jesus! Then who was? 
The modern critic says an “un- 
known, unnamed man.’ The Book 
of God says “‘the Holy Ghost.” You 
take your choice between these 
two. 

Then note again the testimony 
to Mary’s character if Jesus Christ 
was not divinely conceived. 
What a woman Mary must have 
been if Jesus was not the Child 
of God, by the Holy Ghost. 


We have before us a picture of 
some woman standing under a 
darkening sky at the foot of the 
cross. And one of these women 
was the mother of the One Who 
was to suffer death on the tree. 
Mary had perhaps been present 
at the trial of Jesus. She had 
watched Him beaten; she saw His 
flesh torn with the rod, and the 
salt and yinegar rubbed in to make 
it more unbearable. She saw her 
Son crowned with thorns. She saw 
the cruelty and hatred of the mob; 
the physical suffering of the Child 
to Whom she had given birth, Her 
heart broke when He fainted under 
the weight of the cross, And then 
she saw His brutal and inhuman 
persecutors take her naked Son, 
that Son that she had held in her 
lap and crooned to sleep—-she 
saw them stretch Him out on the 
cross and drive a great spike 
through each hand. When this Man 
was a prattling Babe He played 
around the carpenter shop of His 
supposed father Joseph. A baby 
playing with a hammer will often 
inflict some slight damage upon 
his tender flesh, and Mary haa 
kissed the hand of the bruised 
Babe! Now she stood there and 
watched them as they drove the 
nails through those hands she 
loved! Every thud of the hammer 
striking on the head of the nail, 
struck a death knell to the pbot- 
tom of her soul. Then she saw 
them take those tender feet, those 
feet she had kissed and cuddied 
as a babe, and crossing them, 
with fiendish strokes drive a Nail 
through them; and she said noi a 
word. You know they crucified 
Jesus Christ because He said He 
was the Son of God and had no 
father in the flesh. Certainly 
Mary must have known the truti. 
Oh, God, what a creature she must 
have been to stand oefore that 
awful scene knowing that Christ 
was not virgin born, and allow her 
Son to be crucified for the belief 
in His own heart. She was the 
most wretched woman that ever 
stood on the face of the earth! 
She could have cried out and told 
them the truth, that Christ was 
not virgin born, and they would 
have let Him go. She need only 
to name His tather. But her ups 
were silent while her heart broke. 
She knew the truth; she could not 
deny His divine origin; He had no 
father in the flesh. 


THE DOCTOR SPEAKS 

Recently a Doctor; (a Doctor 
of Divinity, a Doctor of Law, a 
Doctor of Literature, a doctor of 
almost anything that the modern 
college can “doctor’) took part in 
a certain so-called “Bible” con- 
ference out on the Pacific Coast. 
In the course of the conference 
this doctor and scholar said that 
Jesus Christ was in all probability 
the illegitimate son of Joseph! But 
there is another Doctor who testi- 
fied, too, and I want you to look 
now at the evidence of a Medical 
Doctor named Luke. 


Luke was a practicing physician, 
and I judge he was a good one. At 
any rate, we know that Luke was 
a successful medical practitioner. 
How do we know that? Well, they 
called him “Luke, the beloved phy- 
sician.” Did you ever know a Doc- 
tor to be “beloved” who buried 
all his patients? A Doctor is only 
“beloved” when he saves life, and 
Luke was a “beloved physician.” 
His business was life and death; 
he dealt with birth and all those 
things concerning the physical 
aspect; of birth. I do not say that 
Luke @#was the Doctor who offici- 
ated at the birth of Jesus, but he 
was living then and he was en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine. 
He got the story from the lips of 
“email and we got the story from 


Luke, the Doctor, says that Je- 
sus Christ was virgin born; that 
a biological miracle actually oc- 


in the flesh: I think I should) take 
the word of the Doctor whe was 
living at the time Chris} was 
born, who knew the circumstances 
of the case, talked with eye-wit- 
nesses, and talked with the moth- 
er; and that of the husband who 
was the sponsor and the legal 
authority for Jesus Christ’s pres- 
ence; against the word of a Doc- 
tor, by courtesy so-called, who 
knows nothing of the facts and 
who was born two thousand years 
later. 
THE TESTIMONY OF JESUS 

I recently heard another man 
whose exalted learning had made 
him wise beyond that which is 
written. This man said that the 
Lord Jesus Christ never claimed 
to be the Son of God. “Oh, yes,” 
he said, “He was A SON of God; 
we are all sons of God, and in 
that sense He was our elder 
brother.” 

This man tells us that Jesus 
Ohrist was divine; “Oh, yes,” he 
Says, “we are all divine. In us 
is the spark of divinity and you 
only have to blow upon it to make 
it burn into flame.” This fellow said 
that Jesus was divine, but he was 
not Deity, that He never claimed to 
be the Son of God. In spite of his 
learning, that man is ignorant. The 
testimony is so plain that a way- 
faring man, though a fool, cannot 
miss his way. I am constrained 
to believe that those who deny the 
virgin birth of Jesus Christ are 
either ignorant of the plain state- 
ment of the Scriptures, or they 
repudiate the Scriptural authority. 

I want you to take the testi- 
mony of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Certainly He knew about His 
birth above all others. He had a 
great deal to say on the subject 
of His divine origin. Will you study 
and analyze this closely? 

Let us start with the statement 
in John 7:27, that they looked for 
a Saviour who would come, who 
would be the virgin born Christ. 
The people were concerned over 
the miracles wrought by this Mes- 
siah and they said, “When the 
Christ shall come will He do more 
miracles than this mgn has done ?”’ 
Yet in their anger and hatred of 
heart toward Him they sought to 
stone Him. Jesus said, “Many good 
works have I done,” (referring to 
the miracles they had tested) “for 
which of these good works do you 
stone me?” The Jews said, “For 
a good work we stone thee not, 
but for that thou being a man 
maketh thyself to be the Son ot 
God.” 

Then again in John 6:41: “The 
Jews then murmured at Him be- 
cause he said, ‘I am the Bread 
which came down out of heaven.’ 
And they said, ‘Is not this Jesus 
the Son of Joseph whose father 
and mother we know? How does 
He now say ‘I am come down out 
of heaven ?’” They certainly under- 
stood Jesus to claim that He had 
no father in the flesh and they 
said, “We know Joseph and we 
know Mary, how then does this 
man come from Heaven?” 

Again in John 9:35. He repeats 
almost the same thing. After they 
had cast the man out of the temple 
Jesus heard that they had cast 
him out, and when He found the 
outcast He said, “Dost thou be- 
lieve on the Son of God?” And 
the man answered, “Who is He, 
Lord, that I might believe?” And 
Jesus said unto him, “Thou hast 
seen Him and He it is that speak- 
eth with thee.” Now think this 
through. If you say to me, “Who 
is the Son of God?” and I Say, 
“He is speaking to you now,’— 
You would go away and say, “That 
man is crazy; he claims that he 
is the Son of God.” Jesus certainly 
claimed to be God’s Son in the 


Same sense of the word that you |. 


are the son or the daughter of 
your, father. Jesus claimed to be 
the Son of God, and either He 
was, or He was a crazy, blasphe- 
mous liar. 

Again in John 10:24: “Then the 
Jews came around about Him and 
said unto Him, ‘How long dost thou 
hold us in suspense? If thou be 
the Christ, tell us plainly.’” Je- 
sus answered, “I told you and yqu 
believed not.” 

Then note John 10:29: “My Fa- 
ther who has given them unto me 
is greater than all, and no one 
is able to snatch them out of my 
Father’s hand; I and the Father 
are one.” Which “Father” did He 
mean? He meant the only one He 
had. In John 5:18 we read, ““There- 
fore the Jews sought the more to

A Scientist’s Viewpoint of the Virgin Birth

kill Him because He not only nat 
broken the Sabbath, but also said 
that God was His Father, thus 
making himself equal with God.” 

The two important words are 
“His Father.’ These words in the 
Greek text are “Patera idion’” and 
they mean “His own Father.” In 
the same sense you are the off- 
spring of your earthly father 
whose name you bear. Jesus 
claimed to be the Son of God. 
Joseph was His STEP-father; His 
“own” Father was God. 

My two sons were riding to- 
gether in the machine on the way 


, to Sunday School. The oldest boy 


was earning a New Testament by 
reciting fifty Scripture verses. A 
count was made, and the discovery 
was made that he needed one more. 
This verse was chosen, “I and my 
Father are One.” He learned the 
verse on the way to class — but 
the smaller one learned it also, 
from the constant repetition. When 
the older boy finished reciting his 
verses, the small fellow said, “I 
know one!” Invited to rise and re- 
peat it, he electrified them all by 
reciting — “Me and my Daddy are 
one, too!” 

Out of the mouth of babies and 
infants the truth is proclaimed. 
He never heard of “patera idion” 


—— but he had the idea. “I and My 


Father are one.” 

Let us go into this query, “Who 
was this Father that Jesus talked 
about?” Was it Joseph? It could 
not be, because He said, “My Fa- 
ther Who is greater than all has 
given them unto Me; I and the 
Father are one.” Jesus and God 
were one in substance; one in es- 
sence; one in personality; one in 
power;— “I and’ the Father are 


ONE.” You can get nothing out 
of that but that Jesus Christ 
Claimed that He was the Son of 
God and Deity incarnate in. the 
flesh. At least the Jews so un- 
derstood Him, for in the thirty- 
sixth verse of this same chapter 
of John they say, “Thou blas- 
phemest because thou sayest ‘Il am 
the Son of God.’ ’”’ 


Note further in John 8:24 Jesus 
said to the Jews who listened to 
His message, “I said therefore un- 
to you that ye shall die in your 
sins for except ye believe that l 
Am, ye shall die in your sins.” 
Astounded the Jews fell away 
from before Him and cried, “Who 
art thou?” And Jesus said unto 
them, “Even that which I have al- 
so spoken unto you from the be- 
ginning.’” Then look at the con- 
versation in the thirty-ninth verse; 
the Jews began to cast slurs at 
the origin of this Man who claimed 
that He had no father in the flesh. 
“They answered and said unto 
Him, ‘OUR FATHER is Abra- 
ham.’” Again these ancient unbe- 
lievers in the virgin birth in the 
forty-first verse of this same chap- 
ter say, “We were not born of 
fornication” (implying that He 
was). Continuing further, in John 
8:53 the Jews say, “Art thou then 
greater than our father Abraham 
who died and the prophets who 
died? Who makest thou thyself 
to be?” In the fifty-eighth verse 
Jesus answered their question: 
“Verily I say unto you that before 
Abraham was born, I AM.” And 
then they sought to kill Him; 
blasphemy had been uttered and 
according to their law they must 
kill the man who blasphemed. He 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


had made Himself not only to be 
the Son of God, but the Very Gcd 
of Heaven and earth! 


To understand this language otf 
the Lord Jesus Christ, it is neces- 
sary to go back to the Book of Ex- 
odus. In the third chapter of Exo- 
dus we have the account of Jeho- 
vah God speaking to Moses out ct 
the flaming bush. After Moses had 
received a commission from God 
to become the saviour and leader 
of Israel, he asked a peculiar ques- 
tion. He said, “Behold, when 1! 
come unto the Children of Israeli 
and shall say unto them, ‘The God 
of thy fathers hath sent me unto 
you,’ and they shall say to: me, 
‘What is His Name?’ what shali 
I say unto them?” And God said 
unto Moses, “Tell them that the 
I AM hath sent thee.” Here is the 
first mention of “I Am.” The Je- 
hovah-Jesus of the New ‘Testa- 
ment took to Himself this name, 
“I AM.” Therefore, the Jews sought 
to kill this man who appropriated 
the name of omnipotent Godhood. 
They were stupefied before the 
blasphemy of a man who claimed 
to be the VERY God who talked 
out of the burning bush to their 
leader, Moses! 


(Again you remember in our dis- 
cussion of the prophecy in Isaiah 
7:14 that when the virgin born 
Messiah came He was to be called 
“God with us’). 


Once again, when they came to 
arrest Jesus in the Garden of 
Gethsemane and they asked con- 
cerning Christ of Nazareth, Jesus 
called Himself by this name, 
Adoni, the “I AM” and they fell 
on their faces in wonder and awe. 
This name “Adoni” appears more 
than two thousand times in the 
Bible as the Name of THE LORD 
GOD. 


THE LAST WORD 


The final argument is this: At 
the trial of the Lord Jesus Christ 
His enemies, the Jews, advanced 
many reasons why this Man should 
be crucified, but their final, ccm- 
pelliing argument was from the 
Law of Moses. “We have a law, 
and by the law He ought to die, 
because that He, being a man, 
maketh Himseir God.’ For this 
one claim alone they nailed Him 
on the cross, 


How in the face of this evidence 
can any reasoning man stand in 
a public place and say that Jesus 
Christ never claimed to be the 
Son of God? If you do nct believe 
in the virgin birth of Jesus Christ, 
you have never studied the evi- 
dence, you are ignorant of what 
the Scripture says, or your heart 
is hardened by sin and you will 
not believe. 


If you believe not in the virgin 
birth of Jesus Christ you are faced 
with an awful dilemma. If Jesus 
Christ was not the virgin born 
Son of God, He was a blasphe- 
mous liar, Who knew He was an 
illegitimate child and adopted vwnhis 
means of covering up His past 
shame. Hither that, or He was a 
pitiful maniac Who thought He 
was the Son of God. What do you 
think? Search through the Word 
and see—that He was in very 
truth all that He testified to being 
—the virgin born Son of God and 
the Saviour of sinning men!

women of the National Preaching 
Mission who came to Dallas were 
on their good behavior. They knew 
they were in. what is known to 
modernists as “the Bible belt,’ 
that is, in the territory where most 
church people still believe the Bible 
to be the infallibly inspired Word 
of God. The language of the speak- 
ers was therefore discreet. To the 
average unsuspecting Christian, not 
accustomed to the language and 
methods of modernism, doubtless 
the addresses appeared to be in- 
nocent enough. In the public af- 
nouncements of the meetings and 
in the addresses which I heard, 
there was no open denial of the 


inspiration of the Scriptures or the 
deity of Christ or other great fun- 
damentals. The speakers said that 
America needs God, they said they 
were for religion, they said we 
ought to love one another. They 
bragged on Dr. Truett. They even 
said that we needed the ideals of 
Jesus, that He was the greatest 
teacher, that He had a message for 
this age. They said that when all 
that science and art can do is 
done, religion can yet add some- 
thing else. Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
even said that Christianity was 
better than Communism or Fas- 
cism either one! Such statements 
sound good to the uninitiated, but

in fact, they are the words of un- 
belief, infidelity, modernism and 
rationalism. They so understate 
the truth as to, in fact, deny it. 

I will mention briefly several 
things that are wrong with the 
National Preaching Mission. 


1. It is sponsored by tie Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. That is 
enough to warn any informed 
Christian who is true to the Word 
of God, to have nothing to do with 
it. The Federal Council of Church- 
es is openly modernistic in.its 
leadership, its aims, and its activi- 
ties. Many of its leaders are open- 
ly communistic in sympathy and 
are aligned with commuznistic or- 
ganizations. The position of t 
Federal Council of Churches is s 
well known that I shall not dis- 
cuss it in detail here. It and its 
leaders are so notorious that 
Southern Baptists which first re- 
pudiated it under leadership of the 
great Dr. J. B. Gambrell and 
Southern Presbvterians have stead- 
fastly refused to have anything to 
do with it through these years and 
fundamentalists of all denomina- 
tions have openly condemned it 
for years. If every speaker on the 
program had been true to Christ, 
it would yet be wrong for Dallas 
preachers and churches to put their 
endorsement upon the wicked lead- 
ership of the Federal Council of 
Churches. 

It is significant that the news- 
paper announcements and wide- 
spread publicity of the National 
Preaching Mission aid not men- 
tion, nor speakers in the services 
which I attended, that the entire 
affair was sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches: This 
must have been intentional. By 
soft-peddling that feature, several 
Baptist churches, Cliff ‘Temple, 
Hillcrest ®Saptist, Forest Avenue 
Baptist, etc., were led to follow 
the example of Dr. Truett and the 
First Baptist Church in codperat- 
ing with these services. Even the 
great old First Presbyterian 
Church which became so widely 
known as standing for all the fun- 
damentals of the faith under the 
leadership of the lamented Dr. An- 
derson, allowed its choir to sing for 
the Sunday afternoon services, to 
the disappcintment and grief of 
many. 

2. Several of the speakers are 
nationally known modernists. Not 
only is the National Preaching 
Mission sponsored by the modern- 
istic Federal Council of Churches, 
but several of the speakers are 
themselves notorious and widely 
known modernists. I do not have 
exact quotations here (at Sherman 
where this is written), however, 
I take it there is no doubt of the 
modernism of Dr. Albert W. Beav- 
ens, Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, Dr. Jesse 
M. Bader and Dr. E. Stanley Jones. 
Concerning such preachers, the Bi- 
ble plainly commands us that “Re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds” (II John 
10, 11). 

3. The Message of the Preaching 
Mission lacked the essentials of 
the gospel of Christ. I listened 
carefully and earnescly to all the 
announcements of the chairman, to 
the address of Dr Albert W. 
Beavens, to part of the address of 
Dr. Foulkes Sunday afternoon; I 
have read in detail accounts of the 
messages as published in the Dallas 
papers which, accounts have been 
very full and have discussed with 
others who attended the services, 
the messages they heard. As far as 
I could learn, the messages were all 
unanimous on some points. They 
exalted the life of Jesus but not 
His death for sinners. They spoke 
much of His example and teach- 
ing, but the blood, the price of 
man’s redemption from sin, was 
never mentioned. Speakers used 
the human name, “Jesus,” taken at 
birth, but not the divine and eternal 
name, “Christ,” picturing His 
deity. Jesus was called “Master,” 
“teacher,” “example,” and some- 
times even called “Lord,” but nev- 
er in the services I attended nor 
in the lectures which I read was 
He called “Saviour.” 

The speakers said much about 
Communism and Fascism, much 
about capital and labor, about war, 
about race hatred, about national 
unrest, about the changing times, 
but I never heard mentioned nor 
read an account of the time Where 
was mentioned the atonement, re= 
generation, inspiration of the 
Scriptures, the deity of Christ, 
Heaven, Hell, judgment, repent- 
ance, nor the second coming of 


‘Christ! Every great fundamental 


of the Christian faith was left out 
absolutely. And that could not 
have happened by accident. The 
only reasonable inference is that 
these men did not believe in the 
fundamentals of the faith. The 
preac mission was not intended 
to build up faith in the Bible, to 
proclaim Christ as the crucified 
Saviour who died for sinners, to 
save sinners from Hell, to warn 
people of judgment, to promise be- 
lievers a home in Heaven, or to 
get them ready for the second com- 
ing of Christ for which every 


Christian is commanded by the. 


Lord Jesus to watch. The message 
of these speakers is not the Chris- 
tian message, not the Bible mes- 
sage. In their preaching they be- 
trayed the churches, misled Chris- 
tians, dishonored the Bible, and de- 
nied Christ. Any preacher who 
runs with the Federal Council of 
Churches is open to serious ques- 
tion about his faithfulness to God. 
The beloved Dr. Truett has great- 
ly embarrassed his friends and 
drawn suspicion to himself by his 
fellowship with such men and or- 
ganizations. That is bad enough. 
But even Dr. Truett surely could 
not speak for four days to large 
crowds in any city without declar- 
ing himself on the questions of 
the blood of Christ, the deity, the 
blood atonement, the inspiration of 
the Scriptures, and Heaven, and 
Heli, or judgment or the new birth. 
We may be sure that when eight- 
een nationally known people spend 
four full days in great public 
services in any city and do not 
openly commit themselves to the 
great fundamentals of the Chris- 
Aian faith, the absolute essentials 
without which one cannot be a 
Christian, then those men and 
women are modernists, unbelievers, 
rationalists, deceivers and enemies 
of the cross of Christ. I know 
that I speak for a multitude of 
other Bible believers when I say 
that those who brought the Na- 
tional Preaching Mission to Dallas 
have sinned against God and the 
churches and common people and 
must give an account for their 
sin. 

4. The language of the speakers 
was misleading and the terms 
used deceptive. Speakers of the 
National Preaching Mission used 
terms that sounded well. But it 
soon became apparent that they 
did not mean by those terms what 
the Bible means by the same 
terms. They sometimes used the 
language of Bible believers, with 
the meaning of modernists. The 
hands were the hands of Esau, 
but the voice was the voice of 
Jacob. 
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They spoke of “the kingdom of 
God on earth,” but they did not 
mean what Jesus meant, the per- 
sonal reign of Christ on earth 
over born again saints, following 


His second coming. Rather, they — 


meant simply, as they soon said, 
a reformed society of unregenerate 
men in the present time, to be 
brought about by human means, 
culture, organization, teaching, 
laws, science, art and religion 
combined. 

Dr. Beavens spoke with emphasis 
of saving the world from hell, and 
then he explained, “the hell we 
are in now,” that is, the strife be- 
tween capital and labor, war among 
nations, unrest among youth, etc. 

The speakers told of the power 
of “the gospel,”’ but soon explained 
it was a social gospel they re- 
ferred to, involving better working 
conditions for labor, etc. They did 
not use “the gospel” in the Bi- 
ble sense of the good news that 
Christ died for sinners and that 
men can be saved from sin and 
Hell by faith in His shed blood. 

Speakers sometimes spoke of 
Jesus as “lord” but not in the sense 
that He is the divine Son of God 
and therefore Lord and creator of 
Heaven and earth. Jesus was held 
up as an ideal, a great teacher, a 
marvelous example, an unselfish 
martyr, but the Jesus of whom 
they spoke was not the Christ of 
the Bible. 

I am reminded that the Bible 
says, “There shall be false teachers 
among you who PRIVILY shall 


bring in damnable heresies, even — 


denying the Lord that bought 
them .. .”, that these shall come 
“with feigned words .. .” (II Pet. 
2:1, 3). Every Christian is warned 
to beware that modernism comes 
in “privily,” secretly and that 
its terms are “feigned words,” that 
is, deceitful, misleading words. So 
says the Word of God. And Jude 
4 warns us that “there are cer- 
tain men crept in UNAWARES 
... denying the only Lord God 
and our Lord Jesus Christ.”’ 5Sa- 
tan’s ministers come as angels of 
light, and Satan himself is the fa- 
ther of lies. I earnestly beg all 
to try the spirits. We are in fear- 
ful days—days of deception, of 
unbelief of false doctrine. The 
great falling away is upon us. I 
beg you who read this, not to hear 
and not to follow any man whose 
message does not ring clear on the 
inspiration of the Scriptures, the 
deity of Christ, His blood atone- 
ment for sinners, His virgin birth 
and bodily resurrection, the new 
birth by faith in Christ, and the 
certainty of eternal Hell for the 
impenitent and Heaven for the 
saved,
